O Chancellor Nancy Belck 

has a dream. A dream of cam- 

pus gender equity, free of limiting 
gender rolesocializations. 

Tuesday, she urged a mixture of 
faculty, staff and students to lielp 
turn her dream into reality at a cam- 
pus dialogue sponsored by her 
Commission on Women. ~ 

“Think broadly, dream big, you 
will be heard,” she said. 

Belck told those in attendance in 
the Milo Bail Student Center 
Nebraska Room to combat the 
issues regarding the status of 
women at UNO. 


“I urge each of you to be an | 


agent of change,” Belck said. “The 
campus climate may be improving, 
but we still have a ways to go.” 

Belck said much progress has 
already been achieved concerning 
women’s equality. 

Since the-last campus dialogue 
on the status of women in. 1997, 
more females have moved into 


power positions on campus. UNO 


now has a female chancellor, 
female vice-chancellor, and a 
female dean of graduate studies. 
Belck also said women recently 


filled 11 out of 19 tenure tract posi- 


tions on campus. 


Another step forward is the 
chancellor's “designated pool of 
money,” used exclusively for 
recruitment of female and minority 
faculty. 
“We have. to put our money 
where our mouth is,” Belck said. 

“T am committed to help change 
the status. of women on this cam- 
pus,” she said. 

Small group discyssions involv- 


‘ing faculty, staff and students con- 


vened to.identify the issues that 
need to be addressed. 


Beick told the groups not to 
hold anything back, 

“No issue is too controversial or 
too small,’ she said. “To quote 


~ Ghandi, “You must be the change if 


you wish to see in this world.’”” 

Issues of safety, lack of commu- 
nity,. equality, sexual harassment 
and respect were brought up during 
the discussions. 

Cynthia Madden, UNO’s spon- 
sored projects coordinator and facil- 
itator for the dialogue, encouraged

hat’s new, convenient and 
available on the world wide 
web? 

UNO’s new graduate college 
application is, and it’s waiting to be 
downloaded. 

Dan Kenny, manager of UNO 
Information Systems and Web 
Processes in Student Enrollment 
Services explained the new proce- 
dure that will allow prospective 
grad students to apply online. 

“Basically it's a form that exists 
on our secure web server, in HTML 
form that gives the student the abil- 


. ity to fill. in all the information on. 
‘the application, select the programs: 


and degree they want, and to pay 
bytredit card,” Kenny said. 

“Then it sends the information 
to a server encrypted, the admis- 
sion processors log on to the server 
and decrypt the information using a 
password, then process the applica- 
tion as if they had received it in the 
mail,” he said. 

Kenny stressed the information 
will be on a secure web server, so 
students shouldn’t worry about any 
information leaks. 

“We are very sensitive to the 
confidentiality of student infor- 
mation - 

like credit card numbers,” 


Kenny said. “Rest assured the 
information is kept private and 
confidential.” 

Web processes uses secure 
sockets layer (SSL), the same tech- 
nology used by other web 
browsers, 

Theresa Baker, assistant to the 
dean of graduate studies, said the 
web application is a great asset. 

“Its great for students,” she 
said. “I think it will help everyone 
by not having to send out the appli- 
cation and then having them send it 
back through the mail. It will save 
lots on postage.” 

“And I like it, it creates less 
paperwork and saves money for us. 
We'll have less information to 


process: in-the Jong run, which is 


our goal,” said Baker. “It also. 
shows we are more technologically 
advanced, and we are moving 
along with the times.” 

UNO’s graduate application for 
admission is the latest web-based 
enrollment service to be added. 
General web registration and 
admission for the undergraduate 
colleges have existed for over a 


year. Both can be referenced by 


logging on to http://www.ses. 
unomaha.edu and clicking on the 
“Application for Admission” link.

Board of Regents recently 


approved $250,000 in purchases 


and minor renovations for the 


“Milo Bail Student Center. 


The money, which would come 


- from a surplus and replacement | 


fund, would go towards improve- 


ments that were not made during 


the major renovations three years 
ago. 

Under the plan, $75,000 would 
go toward replacing the nine-year- 


old cash register system with 


seven new computerized registers 


’ for food services. Computers in a 


back office to run software and 
reports, wiring and installation 


mM . will also be included. 


Restroom renovations costing 
$75,000, $50,000 to install wall 
fabric in the Ballroom, Nebraska 
Room and Aksarben Raom, an 
additional $50,000 to purchase 
600 chairs for the Ballroom and 
Multi-purpose Room, and some 
new lounge furniture to be placed 
throughout the Student Center. 

This is the second time in a 
year the Board of Regents has 
approved renovations on the 
building. In May 1998, $300,000 - 
was requisitioned for maintenance 
on the Student Center. 

Guy Conway, director of the 
Student Center and Jim Welch, 
assistant director, could not be 
reached for comment concerning 
the details of the renovation.

According to natural health practitioners, naturopaths 
and natural health food stores, public interest in herbs has 
steadily increased over the past few years.

The root has always been know to have therapeutic ben- 


efits and “a hold on the imagination,” according to the book J ... 
“Ancient Chinese Medicine,” by Brandon Sho. Ginseng 


roots look like “mutated parsnips” and taste bitter sweet. 


Many Chinese and Koreans prefer this taste. China’s earli- }

Various types of the ginseng root exist today on the mar- 


ket Shane Bolke, M.D., of Omaha, a chiropractor and part- { 


owner of the Great Earth Vitamin Stores, said three main 


types of ginseng are available: Siberian, Korean and 


American. 
At the General Nutrition Center, store manager Edward 
“D.J.” Kimmay said Siberian ginseng is extremely popular. 


“Siberian ginseng is known for giving you more | 
endurance. If you take one capsule in the morning, you're § 


good to go for the rest of the day,” he said. 


Kimmay stressed the affect experienced with Siberian § 
ginseng is not like the “surge” a person gets after drinking a | 


can of soda. 

“It’s not like a caffeine rush, this type of ginseng is 
known for giving you endurance throughout the day,” 
Kimmay said. 

Canacian herbalist Richard DeSylva, an on-line physi- 
cian, said some precautions should be taken with ginseng.

in strenuous physical activity such as construction work, 
body-building or athletics,” he said. 


“But ginseng should be avoided by those who are older, 


of a weaker disposition and inclined to heart and bload pres- 


sure problems,” DeSyiva said. 

Ginseng remains popular today as an alternative to other 
chemical stimulants and de-stressors, Kimmay said. 

“People who use it come in the stores and say it’s a good 
product,” he said. “It doesn’t have any side effects, as far as 
I know. Ginseng doesn’t give you the shakes like caffeine 
does.” 

Before jumping on the ginseng bandwagon, Murray rec- 
ommends looking at the practical research available about 
the effects of ginseng on different people. 

Murray tested the root on volunteers in his class and the 
results were mixed, he said. 

“We found the herb to be idiocentric, in that it depends

In 1998, Englund didn’t exactly wilt 
under the pressure. He hit a solid .298 and 
was third on the team in extra base hits, But 
it still was over a 100-point drop from the 
sizzling .405 he stroked in 1997. 

Englund’s .405 was the highest batting 
average at UNO since 1986 when Joe 
Hendricks checked in with a .453 clip. 

Englund confessed to committing the 
cardinal sin of athletes during the 1998 sea- 
son, “I started thinking,” the senior said. 

Instead of just looking to hit the ball hard 
every time at bat as he did the pervious year 
in the lead-off spot, Englund began to think 
more than react. 

“T never got comfortable and then started 
pressing, “ said Englund, who was batting 
second in the lineup. 

Last year Englund suffered a rib injury 
early in the season, he refused to blame the 
injury for his drop in production. That drop 
in average wasn’t what bothered 
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the most last season. 

“As a team, our goal all year was to win 
the North Central Conference tournament,” 
Englund said, “we had the opportunity and 
we let it slip away.” The Mavericks finished 
third in the year-ending tournament. The 
goals and expectations remain high for the 
coming year. Englund said the goal is to win 
the NCC tournament 

“We're returning a tot of hitters but we 
lost a lot of pitching,’Englund said. UNO 
returns four of its top five hitters, but lost 
three of its top four pitchers. 

It’s early in this season, but Englund 
appears to be back in the groove as 
Maverick Head Coach Bob Gates has him 
hitting fifth in the batting order. Englund is 
leading the Mavericks in batting average 
(.435), hits and slugging percentage (.652). 
He is second on the team in home runs and 
RBIs. ie 
Most importantly,. Englund made refer- 
ence to the favorite fruit of all hitters, “At 
times this year, the ball has looked really 
big, like a watermelon.” 

Englund. came to UNO in 1996 and 
quickly served notice that this former 
‘Benson Bunny was no “silly rabbit” as he 
hit .339 while starting part-time in the out- 
field. 

During the 1997 campaign Englund 
had his coming out party batting lead-off 
on a team that posted the most wins at 
UNO since 1981 and won the Southern 
Division of the NCC.

Manthei 
is 8-0 with a scant 0.82 earned run average, 
29 strikeouts and three shutouts.

Gates started a totally new lineup in the 
second game on a cold non-conference 
night, but Englund got an opportunity and 
made the most of it. 

He entered the game as a defensive 
replacement and came to bat-with the bases 
loaded in the fifth inning. Englund jacked 
an inside fastball over the lett-field fence for 
his first career grand slam. 

Englund, a criminal justice major who 
wants to work in law enforcement after 
graduation, has left his “thinking” in the

Thile the body of Salvador Dali’s artistic genius 
resides in Florida, his mustache is visiting 
Nebraska. 

Collectors, A. Reynolds and Eleanor R. Morse 
began their relationship with Dali in 1942 with the pur- 
chase of “Daddy Longlegs of the Evening - Hope!” 
For many years the collection was housed in a wing of 
their office building near Cleveland, Ohio and.donated 
to the people of St. Petersburg, Fla. in 1980. 

Salvador Felipe Jacinto Dali was born May 11, 
1904 in Figueres, Spain. His artistic genius surfaced at 
the age of 13, when he created the painting “View of 
Cadaques with Shadow of Mount Pani.” The impres- 
sionist movement was still quite popular at the time 
and is evident in this early painting. In the book “Dali, 
Masterpieces from the Collection of the Salvador Dali 
Museum” author Kenneth Wach credits Dali’s father as 
saying his son “(had] a gift for painting, and only 


painting.” 


By the age of 20 Dali had done 5 paintings, includ- 


ing a self-portrait and a still life, “Sandia.” The influ- 
ence of Picasso is readily evident in “Sandia,” and . 


according to Wach, the “painting tabulates a progres- 
sion from adolescent experimentation to mature 
reflection.” 

Critics believe the painting “Beigneuse,” marks a 
transitional period when he experimented with differ- 
ent mediums, including sand and the typical artist’s 


medium: oil. Even with the emerging change in Dali’s 
style, it would be five more years before he emerged as 


a renowned “surrealist”. 
In 1929, after a successful one-man show in Paris, 


‘ Dali returned to his boyhood home in Cadagues, where 


he met Gala Eluard, then married to poet, Paul Eluard. 
Gala was to become his lover, inspiration, and later, his 
wife. Dali and Gala were reported to have had an 
unconventional if not, typically artistic affair, until 


their marriage January 30, 1934. In “The Persistence 


of Memory, a Biography of Dali” author Meredith 
Etherington-Smith credits him with calling Gala a 
“porter” or a person attached to his service, he promis- 
to that end-station of glory that 
. They remained 


Dali’s surrealistic period is credited as beginning in 
1929, during which time he coined the phrase “para- 
noiac-critical method” to describe the way he created 
his art. According to Dali this method encompassed 
“{rrational knowledge” based on a “delirium of inter- 
pretation” or a way of expressing fears, dreams, and 
memories visually. 

Avid Dali collector, Morse said, “He could express 
his delusions without having them dominate his mind 
or critical faculties, and as a painter, he could depict 
his fantasies as visible illusions for others to see.” 

An early painting created during this period was 
“Eggs on a Plate without the Plate.” In a pamphlet put 
out by the Salvador Dali Museum it said the painting 
is Dali’s interpretation of an inter-iiterine memory with 
the suspended egg representing the embryo and the 


' dripping watch symbolizing the fluidness and irrele- 


vance of time. 

In. “Persistence of Meriiory,” considered to be 
Dali’s most famous surrealistic work the various 
“timepieces” are a “visualization Of the theory of rela- 
tivity. 
their absolute rigidity” according to Ralf Schiebler in 
his book: “Dali, Genius, Obsession, and Lust.” 

Ina remake of “Persistence” called “Disintegration of 
the Persistence of Memory” Dali incorporated the effects 
of the nuclear age. The blocks symbolize atomic power, 
giving rise to the realization that nuclear discoveries have 
disturbed the peace and serenity of our world. This paint- 


- ing was created during the artist’s “classical” period, an 


era that would last until his death in 1989.

Dali’s conta Visit Joslyn 


Within Dali’s classical period was a time of a little 
over 20 years when he created his ‘“‘masterworks.” Dali 
described these artworks as pieces that occupied his 
artistic and intellectual attention for more than a year 
and were physically larger than five feet in any direc- 
tion. Two of his masterworks include “The Discovery 


of America by Christopher Columbus” and 
“Ecumenical Council,” created during yet another 
time when he was seen as a spokesman Of the times, 
the 1960s “hippie” movement. 

In “Discovery of America” Dali included both him- 
self and Gala in the painting; Gala posing on a banner 
being held up by Christopher Columbus; the tailpiece 
of her raiment trailing to the monk (Dali) knelt in 
prayer. Dali painted her in this way to exemplify her 
role in his life - one of muse, protectress, and guide. 

“Ecumenical Council” was painted to honor Pope 
John XXIII and to show Dali’s belief that science and 
religion could finally coexist without surrealistic con- 
tradiction. Again, Dali has depicted he and Gala in this 
work, he in the lower left corner doing his life’s work 
- painting. Gala is portrayed as St. Helena, the patron 
saint of Port Lligat where they resided during the time 
he was creating this work. 

“The Hallucinogenic Toreador,” completed in 1970, 
was to be Dali’s last major piece. The idea for this 
painting was conceived in an art supply store when he 
saw a box of pencils with a logo of Venus de Milo. 

Wach writes of this painting, “This painting-is a 
kind of visual autobiography . . . at bottom right a very 
young Dali, dressed in a sailor’s suit . . . the innocence 
of childhood, the bullfights of youth, the legends of his 
adolescence, the unfolding interests of his maturity, 
and the faith of his wife are all placed beneath our 
gaze. In this monumental canvas, multifarious images 
and memories crowd before us in a cinematic flury of 
self-revelation.” 

Dali was diagnosed with cancer in the early 1970s 
and while he continued to write and give exhibitions of 
his work the last noted artwork he created was. a holo- 
gram of the rock singer, Alice Cooper. In 1982 when 
Gala died suddenly, Dali retreated from friends and 
visitors. 

January 23, 1989 Salvador Felipe Jacinto Dali died 
at the age of 84 in his room at the Torre Galatea ‘in 
Figueres, his birthplace. 

John Russell, art critic and scholar wrote of Dali in

“Dali, with his meticulous and persuasive visions of 
a world turned inside out, who brought home to the 
[he]
